Computers have entered into 
almost every aspect of our lives. 
However a computer is only as 
good as its software. Likewise, 
the productivity of the user is 
determined by his ability to use 
his computer and its software 
effectively. Through a little 
experimentation, I have recently 
discovered a rather unique way 
of integrating my programming 
skills with my use of a word 
processor. 1 am a medical student 
at the University of Missouri- 
Kansas City, as well as a 
teaching assistant for the 
chemistry department. I was 
recently asked to prepare a 
multiple choice test for a class 
of general chemistry students. 
The class has approximately 250 
students and meets in a large 
lecture hall. To avoid cheating, 
I needed to produce several 
different versions of the test. I 
could have made a number of 
different tests, however it is 
hard to make them all at the same 
level of difficulty. I could have 
also scrambled the questions, 
however I wanted to try a 
different approach which would be 
"trickier". I left the questions 
in the same order on each of the 
different tests and scrambled the 
order of the answers. Here is how 
I did it. I typed a form letter 
with all the questions and left 
blanks for where the answers 
should go. Then, in a different 
file, I typed all the answers. 
The only problem was that I 
needed to scramble the answers 
while still keeping them in the 
correct series to fit the 
questions. I solved the problem 
by writing a program which would 
read in the answers from my 
answer file, scramble the answers 
for each question and then return 
them to the file. Then, using my 
word processor, I loaded in the 
original file with the questions 
and had it fill in the letters 


with the scrambled answers. I did 
this five times and produced five 
different tests. Now, if someone 
looks at their neighbors test, 
they will see the same 
questions, but may not realize 
that the answers have been 
switched! Good idea, well maybe. 
Perhaps this will be a valuable 
technique for some of the other 
computer users out there. It 
takes a little work at first to 
figure out how to get it to work, 
but in the end, it is easier than 
typing a test five times. 


PREVENTING STATIC ELECTRICITY by Milt 

Static electricity is one of the 
major causes of component failure in 
computer systems. The shock you sometimes 
feel when touching a door knob after 
walking across a carpeted room has a 
voitage high enough to totally destroy a 
CMOS integrated circuit chip. Fortunately, 
there are several inexpensive techniques 
which can be used which will substantially 
reduce or even eliminate static. 

Humidifiers: Central or room size 

humidifiers can be used to maintain your 
computer room between 30 and 60 percent 
relative humidity, this range should 
eliminate almost all static charges. 

Anti-static carpet sprays are 
sometimes helpful, but many are simply 
canned water. Read the label carefully 
before buying! 

Ground Plates: Either those 

commercially available, or a "home made" 
version [composed of a piece of aluminum 
foil attached, with thumb tacks or tape, to 
a convenient place on your computer table 
and connected, preferably with stranded 
wire, to an earth ground (for example, a 
cold water pipe)]. Simply touching the 

ground plate before touching any of your 
equipment eliminates any static charges. 

These techniques may be used in 
combination to achieve even better static 
protection. Above all, don't touch a cable 
connector after walking across your carpet!

I have had the drive up and 
running since then and wonder how 
I got along without it. No more 
searching for a program, just boot 
up and there are all the programs 
on the screen to choose from. They 
load so much faster than the Amiga 
built in drive, saving a file is 
almost instantaneous, so fast you 
have to watch the busy light on 
the hard drive to be sure that the 
file was saved. I must admit that 
this unit was not cheap, I had to 
cut down on my food bill to pay 
for it, you must have noticed that 
I have lost 40 lbs. Just kidding, 
my wife pute me on a diet.

THE AMIGA DISK OF THE MONTH 

FILESYS_LOOK - This little gem will tell you whether a disk is 
loaded or not and what type of file system it is loaded from. 

An example would be "FS WORKBENCH1.3" would produce a message 
saying the disk is mounted or ejected. For a hard-drive under 
FFS, this utility will tell you it is using FFS and it is a 
mounted hard-drive. 

GURU_CODES - If you are like I am, you are frustrated with 
that occasional flashing red message box at the top of your 
screen. What makes it even more frustrating is not knowing what 
the heck it means! Well, this little program is the lifesaver 
you have been looking for. Simply write the number down when you 
get it and run this program after you reboot from CLI. Enter 
"guru ########" and this program will tell you who gave the 
error and the likely cause(the number is the FIRST half). 

MINIMANDLEBROT - A small manalebrot generator written in 
BASIC. Load and run from AMIGABASIC. 

MUCHMORE - As file viewers go, this is in my opinion perhaps 
the BEST and has all the bells and whistles. 

NX1000_COLOR_DRVR - Under this directory is both a lo-res and 
a high-res color driver for the STAR NX1000. You should copy 
these to your workbench disk to the same place that your other 
printer drivers are.(DEVS/PRINTERS) 

PCOPY - This is more of a utility for someone needing to 
copy a lot of disks that have no protection. It has a nice user 
interface but does no error detection. 

PKAZIP - People have been wanting to get the most for their 
money when using a modem for as long as there have been modems. 
One of the best ways is to conglomerate a bunch of like files 
into a single file and then crunch that file as small as 
possible. This program uses a good formula for crunching the 
file and getting the most "bang for you buck". It features a 
fairly easy workbench interface that lets you choose what you 
put into the file as well as what you take out. 

SCRIPIT - If you have a lot of tasks to do and you repeat 
those tasks alot, you need this program. Scripit will allow you 
to make multi-command scripts that get executed with a single 
command. The package includes several document files outlining 
how to take advantage of it's abilities. 

TXT2EXE - Another useful utility along the same lines as 
SCRIPIT, this program will make a batch file executable. A small 
document file is included.

I 
considered it quite possible to set up my 
video camera and focus on the monitor and 
record whatever I communicated to it from 
the computer, but this left a little to be 
desired in picture composition and 
lighting requirements. I then supposed 
that I could connect the VCR between the 
computer and monitor, just as you do for 
TV recordings. 

Well, needless to say, I connected 
the computer cable to the VCR and used a 
(shielded) twin lead jumper from the VCR 
to the monitor and fired it all up!!!

Mouse versus Trackball by Scott Moats 


I recently had to retire my mouse from the 
laboratory. I remember a time when it 
could run a maze in no time fiat, it’s ears 
flapping all the while. Yet, as time passed, 
it slowed to a snails pace, and even with a 
little push now and then, it coulden’t move 
very well. Oh, the problem of selecting a 
replacement. 

The problems developed slowly, but 
evenyually become more of a nuisance 
then i could tolerate. The tiny plastic 
gears in the mouse 
became worn to a point 
that when the ball was 
rolled, the arrow on the 
screen didn’t move 
smoothly. Also. it 
became necessary to 
take it apart and clean it 
more often. The 
buttons, both left and 
right, got to a point 
where they didn't make 
good contact. Sometines 
would have to push the left 
button two or three times to 
make a selection. Likewise, 

I would hold the right 
button down and drag 
through a menu and it 
would lose contact and 
select a choice without me 
letting go of the button. 

Then, there were the ever present 
problems of having to grab the mouse in 
order to use it and then running out pf 
desk space right in the middle of a run. So 
when I finally convinced myself to find a 
replacement, i started looking the market 
over. 

Another Commodore mouse was out of 
the question. Because of the price, a 
tailless mouse and a laser light mouse 
were also out of the question. That left me 
with the choice of getting another roller 
mouse or a trackball, which I didn’t know 
much about. After a little reading, and 
playing with a trackball on an Apple 
Macintosh, I bought a trackball. 

I decided on the AmTRAC Speedball 
trackball from Microspeed. It sells for 


around $65.00, a price comparable to that 
of a good roller mouse. I chose the 
AmTRAC because it looked similar to the 
one I used on the Apple Macintosh and I 
heard good things about it from the 
dealers I talked to. 

The first couple times I used it, it was a 
little awkward, however I soon got used to 
it. Now, I don’t think I’ll ever go back to a 
mouse. I quickly developed enough skill to 
use it just as good, if not better, than a 
mouse. Plus, there’s an 
added benefit to the 
trackball- a third button. 
There is a right button, 
a left button and a 
middle button. The 
middle button works like 
a shift lock, or a cap 
lock, but it's a right 
mouse button lock. So, 
to use the pull down 
menus, you can do it 
like you would with 
the mouse, or you 
can click the 
middle button 
once, roll to your 
menu choice, then 
press any of the three 
buttons to make a 
selection. This has 
turned out to be a very 
useful feature. In fact, the trackball itself 
has turned out to be a useful feature. I 
recommend, when the time comes to 
replace your mouse, that you spend a 
little time with a trackball before you buy 
another mouse. If you decide to try the 
trackball, I can almost guarantee that you 
won’t be disappointed.

This package," available at 
leading Commodore dealers and selected 
retailers nationwide," is supposed to counter 
the tendency for electronics purchases 
(especially personal computers) "to end up 
back on the shelves." Furthermore, 
according to Commodore’s Vice President of 
Consumer Sales, Bob Larson, The 64C is not 
a computer that children will outgrow.

I hope 
I’m proved wrong, but it looks as if another of 
Commodore’s notoriously inept marketing 
schemes may be dead in the water at launch.

A full AmigaBasic compiler in 
compressed mode. Use UNZIP to put on another disk(UNZIP is on the current disk). 

This latest 
version of the TV game show now has multi-user, choice of background, and even choice of Vanna's dress 
color!

Overview

Since we will be having a Copy Session in July I 
thought this would be a good time to go over some 
very basic items that newcomers may need to help 
them find their way around the Commodore 64 or 128. 
Keyboard: 

1. Return - This enters information into memory. 

2. Shift works like a standard typewriter. Also hold 
shift display graphic character on right hand. Hold 
Commodore key display graphic character on left 

hand. 

3. Cursor. No shift to move to right Shift to move to 
left No shift to move down, shift to move up. 

4. Inst/Del No shift to delete. You must shift to insert 

5. Clear/home puts cursor in home position. Shifted 
will clear screen. 

6. Control Shift and keys 1-8 indicate color. 
Commodore key accesses 2nd set of eight colors that 
can be used. 

7. Run/Stop will stop execution of a basic program, 
hi shifted mode it will allow you to automatically load 
a program from tape (if you have a tape drive). 

8. C=Commodore key first allows you to move 
between text and graphics mode. Second allows you 


to access a second set of eight test colors. By holding 
down the commodore key and any of the number keys 
any text now typed will be in the alternate color 
available from die key you depressed. 

9. When computer is first turned on, it is 
uppercase/graphics mode. Hold down Commodore key 
and shift to get upper/lower case.

S.A.M. (Synthesized Automatic Mouth) program has been around 
for quite some time. It is a program that lets your 64 talk in a 
synthesized voice and the only one that I know of that will do this 
with no extra hardware. The voice in the program is, for the roost 
part understandable, but has a few quirks which is always present in 
synthesized voice. It is a very robotic voice that sometimes has 
problems with pronunciation of vowels and tricky consonant 
combinations. 

To use the S.A.M. disk, one must first load the program called 
"SiA.M.", then the program will ask you if you want to load the 
"Reciter" program in which you will respond with "y" in most • cases.- 
It will then ask you "high or low memory". A "h" or "1" response 
will yield a "ready" prompt. From here you will be able to load one 
of .the demonstration programs on the disk or one of your own basic 
programs. This brings me to the subject that I want to talk about. 

Vhat the S.A.M. program has done to this point, besides load 
the synthesized voice data for all the letters and combinations of 
letters in the alphabet, is add a new BASIC command. This new 
command is "SAY". This command is similar to the "PRINT" statement 
in that you can use- a character string in quotes or a variable with 
the command. An example is: 

SAY "HELLO THERE" 

This is an example of using a character string and will say "hello 
there". 

A$="HELLO THERE" 

SAY AS 

This is an example of using a variable with the "SAY" command with 
the same results as above. 

How we are ready to make our own program. The first thing we 
have to do at the beginning of the program is turn on the reciter. 
This is done by using the new command "]RE" (right bracket,"R"."E") 
which tells the computer to interpret the characters of the variable 
strings. Ve can then use the "SAY" statement throughout our 
program. There are some other things we can do with the voice, 
these include pitch, speed, and a few others I will list later. So 
let’s make a sample program.

NEW AMIGA STUFF FROM EUROPE

As most of us know the Commodore Amiga 
is a wonderful computer. We also know that the 
Amiga has been more of a success in Europe 
than the U.S. As a result hardware developers 
in Europe have sent to market some interesting 
things for the Amiga that we don't see in the 
U.S. The following are a few items that I have 
read about in Amiga magazines from England 
and Germany. 

The "Amiga 1500" from Checkmate 
Systems of England. This is an Amiga 2000 like 
replacement case for the 500. A new, separate 
keyboard with DF0: facing to the front. A 
second drive slot and room for a hard drive. 
There are several options that can be added. A 
2000 compatible video slot and full-spec MIDI 
interface are a few. Another replacement case 
for the 500 is from HB Marketing of London. 
The picture I saw looked just like a 2000. No 
price, but if you want to "ring up" merry 'ol 
England call HB Marketed at 04\01 0895 
444433. As I was writing tras article I found out 
about yet another 500 replacementcase. I have 
included it because I have the address if 
anyone wants to write them. The item is the 
"A500 PC CABKIT." Send a large SAE to: Dept. 
AF, Computer Conversion Services, The 
Hollow, Creetown, Wigtownshire, DG8 7HZ. 
England. Price unknown. 

From ICS Electronics, the Met-2 is a 
receiver-preamp, power supply and antenna 
that lets you show satellite weather pictures 
right on your monitor. Price is $900. "Microtext" 
from Teletext Ltd. lets you receive Teletype 
transmissions, it will even speak the incoming 
text if you don't want to read from the screen, 
$ 200 . 

Two other items. An IBM emulator that fits 
in the Amiga 500 RAM expansion slot. This one 
does not use a window in Amiga DOS like the 


bridgeboard, it turns your Amiga into an MS 
DOS machine. Called "Power PC Board" from 
KCS of Dordrecht, Holland. One meg of on 
board RAM. V30 chip, MS DOS 4.01, GW 
Basic, and $250 of software for $495. Not too 
many details on the last item. An Atari ST 
emulator from Germany. Uses Amiga drives. 
Around $410. My only question is why would 
anyone want to downgrade an Amiga to Atari 
or MS DOS? It's nice to be able to run all kinds 
of software I guess, but an ST? That's like 
CPM with windows. All prices are based on an 
exchange rate of $1.65 to the British Pound.

One of the most exciting 
applications for computers to come 
along the last few years is page 
layout, or "desktop publishing." 
What’s that you say "I’m not an 
author; I don’t need to publish 
anything!" Well I’m no author and 
I use my DTP software for many 
things. One of the most popular 
uses is for the creation of 
newsletters. Our own Larry Briggs 
uses an Amiga and "PageStream" 
software to produce our Bits and 
Chips monthly. 

The two "heavy weights" of 
Amiga DTP are "Professional Page 
1.3" by Gold Disk, and 
"PageStream 1.8" by the St. Louis 
based software house of Soft 
Logic. By the time you read this 
PageStream version 2.0 should be 
shipping. While Pro Page was the 
first full featured DTP software on 
the Amiga scene, PageStream is 
coming on strong. 

I have used both programs. The 
first versions of PageStream were 
very unstable. After many visits to 
the GURU, I was about to throw 
PageStream in the trash can. 
Version 1.8 is about 90% bug free. 
I feel that PageStream is the more 
powerful of the two programs. 
Easy format of text, the ability to 
type any where on a page without a 
box, free flow of text around 
irregular graphics, twist, turn, 
rotate or resize text and graphics 
are just a few things you can do 
with this program. 

I have made newsletters for my 
daughter's Girl Scout troop, tickets 
for school functions, notices and 
leaflets for scout and union fund 
raising. Other uses include 
invitations, greeting cards and what 
ever you can think of. The snap to 


grid feature lets me make nice 
looking forms for work. 

Both programs use scaled fonts. 
Scaled fonts come out very smooth 
on dot matrix printers, just look at 
this issue of Bits and Chips, done 
on a 24 pin Panasonic printer. 
Version 2.0 of PageStream will use 
Agfa Compugraphic fonts, the very 
same ones now used with Pro Page 
1.3 and some IBM type publishing 
programs. (PageSetter also has 
Compugraphic Fonts, by Gold 
Disk). (Ed.) 

I know that for our Commodore 
64 and 128 members most of this 
will be of little interest. I also 
know that for one reason or 
another most of us will upgrade 
our hardware at some time. Our 
trusty 8 bit fails, we feel the need 
for more power or whatever. When 
that fateful time comes please 
don’t think the only computer of 
choice for DTP is IBM or that little 
YUPIE type machine with the 
hamburger name. The Amiga now 
has the software to make it a 
publishing powerhouse. This 
power is not cheap. Pro Page is 
around $200, PageStream about 
$75 less. I have read of a new 
program called Saxon Publisher 
that will knock the sox off any 
DTP software, Amiga, IBM or 
Macintosh. 

If you are looking for 
something that is quite easy, lots of 
fun and very useful, try desktop 
publishing. The only problem is 
that you will have friends, family 
and co-workers asking you "Hey, 

could you make me a. with a 

picture of a.on it?" 

If you decide to try DTP there 
are members here in the club who 
will be happy to help with your 
first pages. So give it a try. 
Desktop publishing programs are 
free form for the most part so your 
imagination and creativity can 
soar. Enjoy!

I am sure we have all seen a bit of art 
work that we would like to place in a 
project, be it a newsletter, poster, greeting 
card, or whatever. We could boot our 
favorite paint or drawing program and draw 
what we want by hand. However, if your 
artistic talent is anything like mine you 
have trouble drawing a straight line. There 
are other less frustrating ways to get that 
picture from one place to another. We, as 
owners of electronic computers have tools 
that allow us to capture and place artwork 
from one point to another with very little 
trouble. 

One of the first digitizing accessories 
for the Amiga was Digi-View, consisting of 
a small plug-in interface and an 
outstanding program. Digi-View is one of 
the most successful pieces of hardware on 
the market. A high resolution black and 
white video camera is recommended but I 
have done.some nip&WQrk with a color 
cam-corder. For byft:results make sure your 
camera is mount® to"something solid. A 
tripod works fine^Use lots of soft white 
light. Fluorescenris fine for black and 
white, but for color use photo flood or 
digitize near a window on a sunny day. 
Most cam-corders have a "macro" or close 
up lens for very small clips that you may 
want to capture.. With Digi-View you can 
capture three dimensional as well as flat 
objects. If you have a video camera and 
around $140 give Digi-View a try. 

Another way to capture flat artwork is 
the optical scanner. Until a few months ago 
you could expect to pay over $1000 for the 
cheapest flat bed scanner. Recently a few 
companies have begun marketing hand held 
scanners for Amiga. I have been using a 
hand held scanner known as the "Migraph." 
After plugging in the interface to your 
printer port (or a switch box) then the 
small power supply, you are ready to go. I 
was capturing and saving artwork within 15 


minutes of start up. Migraph has 100, 200, 
and true 300 and 400 dots per inch 
resolution, three halftone settings and a 
line art setting plus a light-dark control. 
The results are outstanding. With practice 
you can reproduce drawings with very fine 
detailed lines. One word of caution. 
Scanners are memory hungry devices. One 
meg of RAM is the minimum, three are 
recommended for Migraph. Along with the 
scanner is a program called "Touchup." 
Although supplied as a pre-release version 
the Touchup software seems like a very 
powerful and detailed program with several 
nice features. Touchup lets you save your 
pictures in IFF, IMG, ILBM, TIF, PCX, 
MacPaint, Printmaster, and EPS form. 
Scanners are fast and easy. The cost of a 
hand scanner is around $325. I like mine, 
and I recommend a hand scanner for any 
one who likes or needs to import flat art 
work. The happy guy clip in this article 
was taken from a book of clipart with 
Migraph. My son wanted me to take the 
Simpsons scan.

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JiffyDOS 

- Commodore disk drives, especially the 
1541, are notoriously slow and difficult 
to access. In the past two yean, how¬ 
ever, a plethora of accelerator/OOS 
hardware accessories has flooded the 
market in an effort to s peed things up. I 
like one called JiffyDOS. 

Accelerators can be very confus¬ 
ing, even to seasoned Commodore en¬ 
thusiasts. Let's first try to make some 
sense of the different methods. 

There are three major types of add¬ 
ons: cartridges, serial bus ROM replace¬ 
ments, and parallel bus ROM replace¬ 
ments. Cartridges are the most popular 
because they are the least expensive 
and easiest to install, and they offer the 
widest range of extras. You can plug 
them into any 64 or 128. (Only one car¬ 
tridge, to my knowledge, works in na¬ 
tive 128 mode.) 

Among the many added features 
are freezers/backups, hi-res screen 

. dump's, disk and single-file copiers, 
monitors (including disk drive moni¬ 
tors), and predefined function keys. 
Some offer BASIC extensions, such as 
toolkit commands, and others function 
with more than one kind of disk drive. 

Cartridges, though, have disad¬ 
vantages, too. They tie up the expan¬ 
sion port and do not permit memory 
expansion or the simultaneous use of 
other cartridges. You can achieve con¬ 
siderable acceleration with cartridges, 
but not as much as you can with other 
methods. Many cartridges speed only 
load operations, leaving important disk 
functions, such as saving, validating, 
and formatting, at their normal slow 
speed. Perhaps most importantly, car¬ 
tridge accelerators work only on pro¬ 
gram files. Many files, such as those 
used by word processors, databases, 
and spreadsheets, are sequential. Car¬ 
tridges don't accelerate these at all. 
Most cartridges are priced in the $30- 
$70 range. 

Serial and parallel ROM replace¬ 
ment methods require some internal in¬ 
stallation, usually in both the computer 
and the disk drive. Although installa¬ 
tion is straightforward, documentation 
is good, and user risk is low, mechani¬ 
cally unindined computersts may shy 
away from tinkering inside their ma¬ 
chines. Assembly takes about two hours, 
and the change is semipermanent 

Serial ROM replacement is prefer¬ 
able to other methods in that it leaves 
all connectors free. The expansion port 
is open for other cartridges or memory 
expansion, and the user port can accept 
a modem. Compared to cartridges, 
ROM replacement has additional ad¬ 
vantages. There is an overall speed in¬ 
crease: all disk functions are 
accelerated; there is considerably less 
program/hardware incompatibility; 
and all file types share in the speed in¬ 
crease. Of course, ROM replacement of¬ 
fers few, if any, cartridge extras. 


With respect to portability, serial 
ROM is a little b etter than parallel. 
There is no extra connecting-cable be¬ 
tween the CPU and disk drive to unplug, 
wind up, or get in the way. Serial ROM 
replacements run in the $50-$ 80 range. 

Be aware that a ROM replacement 
chip for only the computer and not the 
drive is the equivalent of a simple car¬ 
tridge. Though less expensive than car¬ 
tridges, these chips require installation 
and cannot be used with different ma¬ 
chines. Their smaller capacity greatly 
restricts any extras. Slower speeds and 
restriction to program files »iv> make 
them similar to cartridges. 

If you are interested in blinding 
speed for all functions and all file types, 
the parallel bus ROM replacement 
(computer and drive) is for you—if cost 
is no object. At $100-$200, this method 
can cost several times the serial option. 
Aside from the required connecting ca¬ 
ble (which precludes concurrent mo¬ 
dem usage), speed and price are the 
only significant differences between the 
two replacement types. Paralled ROM 
replacement is currently available only 
from overseas sources and for the 1541 
disk drive. One word of warning: If the 
system does not replace the disk drive 
ROM as well as the computer Kemal, 
performance will be no better than (if as 
good as) a serial ROM replacement. 

Enter JiffyDOS from Creative Mi¬ 
cro Designs. JiffyDOS employs the seri¬ 
al bus ROM replacement variety for 
both CPU and disk drive. It sells for 
$49.95 for the 64 version and $59.95 for 
the 128. The extra cost for Jiffy- 
DOS/128 is more than justified; you 
get an extra ROM—one for 64 mode 
and one for native 128 mode. I tested 
JiffyDOS/128 with a 1541 disk drive 
and experienced no problems. 

JiffyDOS is available for all models 
of 64, SX64, and 128, as well as every 
type of disk drive: 1541, 1571, 1581, 
and most compatibles. For multipie- 
drive systems, additional ROMs are 
available for $24.95. CPUs and disk 
drives can be freely mixed and 
matched; any computer ROM will work 
with any drive ROM or combination of 
drives. Third-party compatible drives 
for which ROMs are currently available 
are FSD-1, FSD-2, Excel 2001, En¬ 
hancer 2000, Blue Chip, and Swan. The 
MSD-1 and MSD-2 versions are expect¬ 
ed shortly. Instructions are specific to 
your computer and drive; specify your 
particular hardware configuration 
when ordering. 

Installation is the simplest I have 
encountered. For all three Jiffy¬ 
DOS/128 ROMs, the mini-circuit 
boards are barely larger than the chips 
themselves. Simply pry the three ICs 
from their sockets and insert the new 
miniboards. Instructions and illustra¬ 
tions are excellent. Model dif f e r e nc e s in 
1541 circuit boards are given special at¬ 
tention. (There are four types.) The sub¬ 
stitute boards are so small that, unlike 


other products, they do not interfere 
with replacement of RF shields on 
either computer or drive. 

JiffyDOS sports many fine fea¬ 
tures. Not the least of these are active 
company support and a money-back 
compatibility guarantee. If you find in¬ 
compatible software or hardware, re¬ 
turn JiffyDOS for a full refund. Creative 
Micro Designs admits that a few newer 
heavily copy-protected programs won't 
load. For these, there is the JiffyDOS 
on/off switch mounted on the com¬ 
puter and drive. (Only the 1541 drive 
requires a switch; mode selection is 
automatic with the 1571 and 1581.) An¬ 
other unique feature: JiffyDOS can be 
switched in or out with power on. For 
some programs, this may permit turbo 
dau-file access even when the original 
software won't fast-load. 

Another real plus is the documen¬ 
tation. This well-produced booklet is 
among the most readable and error-free 
I've seen. It contains little jargon—just 
well-organized, useful facts. Particular¬ 
ly informative is the extensive com¬ 
mentary on how to get maximum speed 
out of JiffyDOS. 

JiffyDOS has a particularly well- 
thought-out scheme of p re pro gra mmed 
function keys. The definitions are 
switched, out automatically during pro¬ 
gram execution to avoid possible inter¬ 
ference, and they can be defeated or 
recalled at any time. They are designed 
to work in conjunction with a directory 
list to the screen. This greatly facilitates 
many disk operations, including file 
deletions. 

Standard DOS Wedge syntax is 
followed, and 14 new commands have 
been added. These include the ability to 
list text files or BASIC programs direct¬ 
ly from disk to screen or printer, dump 
screen to printer, lock/unlock files, un- 
new, and load and run ML programs in 
three different ways. On Jiffy DOS/64, 
you can also disable/enable 1541 head 
rattle. 

In addition, all commands can be 
used in program mode as well as in di¬ 
rect mode, and commands can be 
chained. String variables are allowed in 
command statements within BASIC. 
This facilitates the writing of utility pro¬ 
grams that incorporate the JiffyDOS 
wedge. 

In short, JiffyDOS is a dependable, 
reasonably priced product that greatly 
facilitates and speeds up disk access. It 
is highly software-compatible and is 
available in a multitude of computer/ 
drive configurations. 1 particularly rec¬ 
ommend it to those needing an expand¬ 
ed, user-friendly DOS Wedge and 
considerably faster data file communi¬ 
cation within programs. For MIDI ap¬ 
plications, databases, word processors, 
and spreadsheets, you'll save a lot of 
time and frustration.

Simons Basic

If you enjoy writing your own C-64 programs. 
I’ll bet you just hate trying to use sprites or 
music. As you already know Commodore 
BASIC requires an endless series of Peeks 
and Pokes and a knowledge of binary number 
if you want to move an object on the screen or 
even play a simple note. It is not a fun 
experience.

English lad by the name

Basic Language. At the youthful age of 16 he 
created Simon’s Basic. It adds over 100 well 
needed commands to BASIC and only takes 
up about 8000 bytes of space. 

With Simons’ Basic, sprites can be easily 
programmed with commands like CMOB, 
MMOB, RLOCMOB, DETECT, and CHECK. 
There is even an excellent sprite editor grid for 
designing the sprites. These five commands 
make simple notes very easy: VOL, WAVE, 
ENVELOPE, MUSIC, and PLAY. 

Have you tried to create a high resolution 
screen on your C-64? You do it with 
something called bit mapping and then a 
whole bunch of Peeking ana Poking. Once I 
had the Hires mode I still couldn’t draw a line 
or a circle on it. With Simons’ - no problem!! 
If you want a Hi resolution screen, then just 
type HIRES. What could be easier? Once 
you are in HIRES look at a few of the 
commands you can use: LINE, CIRLE. ARC 
(draws part of a circle), PAINT, DRAW, 
ROT(rotates a drawing), ANGL, 
TEXT(allows you to print any size text onto a 
HIRES screen). 

There are also some fantastic screen 
manipulation commands. COPY allows you 
to dump a HIRES screen to a printer. 
HRDCPy dumps any low res screen to a 
printer. There are also several scrolling 
commands. 

There are numerous debugging aids. TRACE 
displays the line numbers as the programs 
runs. DUMP displays the values of all 
variables after a programs has run. If you run 
a new program and then realize you forgot to 
save it, just type OLD and your erased 
program will be back in memory. 

To put it quite simply, if you enjoy writing 
basic programs, get a copy of Simon’s Basic. 
It makes programming the C-64 Sooooo easy

Making Music 

The following article is reprinted from the Gazette

There are a lot of music programs floating around 
out there. Many seem to be defective when all they 
need is a boot Before scratching your only copy of 
a favorite selection, try one of the following to make 
it work. 


load "program name",8,l<retum> 
new <retum> 

sy$30120 

If this works, you may want to add the program to a 
memu driven boot. Here’s how anyone can build a 
custom musk: boot 

Load the jukebox program from the March 85 DOM. 
Note that the first character in the name is a graphics 
character, so either load it from the directory or load 
"?jukebox". Next, list lines 400 to 700 by typing 
list400-700<return> 

Note that this is a listing of the music selections the 
jukebox will play. You can add, delete or modify the 
menu in this area of the program, and then save the 
program on a disk with the music programs you have 
listed. You now have your own customized jukebox 
system. If you want to further customize your 
program, list the beginning of the program and change 
the name on the jukebox graphics, the way I did for the 
D.O.M. 

The jukebox program has the advantage of good 
graphics and the ability to accept a number of 
selections or repeat selections. It also has the 
disadvantage of being incompatible with most 
programs which have their own graphics. To 
demonstrate this, load and run the jukebox program on 
the March disk and try to play "Over the Rainbow". 

Now get out your February DOM 85 and load and list 
the program call "menu". You will find the menu 
entries begin on line 30600 and the loader steps on line 
32200. List line 30600 and change the title to 
"Somewhere". Next list line 32200 and change the title 
to "over the rainbow". Now run the program and note 
the first selection. 

If you now select 1 and hit <retum>, the program will 
crash. This is because the program that "menu" is 
trying to select must be on the disk that is in the drive 
when you hit <retum>. Similarly, the program name 
on the disk and the program name in the line 32200 
must be exactly the same. Therefore, make sure the 
names are the same, insert the March disk and select 
number 1. The name in the menue list—line30600— 
does not match, and it need not 

You now know how to building a custom loader 
program for music programs which include graphics. 
Have fun!
